ABSTRACT 

A fuel cell system for providing primary and/or auxiliary/backup power to one or 
more loads for which a primary and/or backup power source is desirable to enable 
equipment to function for its intended purpose. The system provides power to the one or 
more loads upon the occurrence of power outage condition, which includes a disruption 
in the delivery of primary power to, or power demand condition by, the one or more 
loads. A controller senses outage of primary power to, or demand for primary power by, 
the one or more loads, and, responsive thereto, operatively engages one or more fuel 
cells to provide power to the one or more loads. 

The above amendment was made to the applicants' amended abstract in order to 
remove new matter, which was introduced when the abstract was rewritten to shorten 
the abstract to meet the requirements as set forth in the MPEP.

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The prior art of record fails to teach and/or suggest a fuel cell system having one 
or more fuel cells, each having a power source and a fuel storage unit, and a controller 
which senses the demand for primary power or outage of primary power to one or more 
loads and is responsive to the sensed condition by operatively engaging the one or 
more fuel cells to provide power to the one or more loads.
